EISENHOWER'S STATUS 

■ As the heavy prealdcnllal campaigning 
ceU under way In the months ahead, the 
American pcopio wUI be tryJnff hard to weigh 

■ not only President ElMnhower'a capajjlty to 
aerve but his whole approach to his Job. 

And them' Is a posalWUty that the two may 
become confiiMd unless a dtlermlnea ellort 
13 made to sort them out. 

For example, neither tonner President 
Harry Truman nor IWO aspirant Adlal SVe- 
■ven'son believes the President's health should 
bo dwelt upon In the campaign. But Mr, Tru- 
man thlnlts Democratji can tallc about 
whether Mr. Elsenhower has been a "part- 
' time President," And Stevenson o«en spealu 
of what he. calls the present ''diminution of 
I the Presidency." 

Here Is where contusion can enter. Many 
whcr use the term "part-time President" are 
thinking about time not spent In Washington 
-T)r-Bt-the--Whlt«--Hou»ar4leilt_ButJBtcacn3Qn. 
has something else In ihlnd. 
He. and some others, believe Mr.- Elaen- 
I hower has the. wrong approach to his task. 
-JTheyjyJlLsfiyJht? even when he Is able to 
ho at It full-time. TficiTthln'rh'eTa cort*erc=- 
ing It Into a smaller Job than It should be. 

These critics contend, for one thing, that 
the President delegates too much authority 
to non-elGctlvo officials. 

They argue that In his drive to make the 
office of President a more cfllclcnt operation 
he has often reduced his own role to that ol 
■r e ref e re e am on g - competlngt-or-quftgtgJ 
Ing, points of view. 

In other words, they say he ahnply asks 
cabinet or agency heads to prepare their pro- 
prams for him to pass upon, and where they 
conflict ho ■will decide the courw.

. .Kopubllcans declare that it Is misleading 
to say the President has downgraded his 
Job by organizing It so that fewer routine 
matters come beSore him and he devotes 
hlmseU to "refereelng" on the big policy ques- 
tions. _ 

They would say it has always been thus 
on top Issues— that the grubby work of 4ba- 
8lo programming la done at lower levels and 
thQ President enters the picture only when 
-the moment of delicate, and difficult, choloe 
arrives. 

And they would argue that the problem of 
such choices Is the very, heart of the Presl- 
.dcncy — not a matter of calling balls and 
strikes but a hard, lonely, soul-aearchlng task 
which can be delegated to no one. 

Which analysis of Mr, Elsenhower's ap- 
-proach Is the correct one Is what the voters 
must decide, and at the same time keep sep- 
arate from the wholly dirfcrcnt mailer ~ 
his fitness to serve. 



AUTOMATION AND UNIONS 
' .There is a slight gimmick to the suggestion 
that automation will reduce the working 
force through mechatmatlon, and thereby 
7nlnlm]2D the power of unions to engage In 
strikes or methods other than collective bar- 
gaining. 

It is obvious that, if and when industry 
reaches the ultimate In push-button opera- 
tion. It win require far fewer employes than 
It does now. ^erefore, union memtiershlp 
will- drop,-ii3 It-hos with the miners, and, 
numerically, they would be<jweaker. 

But with o smaller number of men pushing 
the buttons and manipulating the levers 
that operate' a great Industry. It would be 
cosier to stall producllpn^-lnosmuch as Uiere 
would be fewer key operators to call off the 
Job. And .the production line could be shut 
down completely by a strike among the men 
who make the machines for the automation 
era. ■ ' 

However, one gathers the Impression from 
talks with forward-looking labor leaders, 
that the wugcs for these skilled operators 
■wui.bp so high, and they will be so well placed 
In the labor hierarchy, that a strike will nof 
be so appealing as It has been In the past. 
For the same reason, profits may reach such 
a figure that the owners will be more amen- 
able to future demands from the unions. 

Wc must concede that this Is somewhat 
speculative,, but it Is news that it has become 
ft current topic of discussion and' speculation 
because of the steel strike, and the continu- 
ing integration ot our economy. The U. S. 
Just cannot afford production shu tdowns, and ■
